Alameda is assessed at the 
rate of $1.40, outside of Oakland, and

side the city. 'But in addition to this 
$1.15, there will be a separate tax for 
the city amounting to 90 cents on the 
$100, which will run the greater portion 
of the county up to $2.03 on the $100. 
The property valuation of Oakland is
